And his 
Majeſty, with advice foreſaicYorh hereby Statute and Ordain, That e- 
very clauſe and word, inthis preſent A&, be underſtood and interpreted 
in the moſt favourable ſenſe the expreflionmay bear,tor Indempnity of 
-the whole perſons whomay have intereſt thereinzExcepting always Ag 
_ this preſent AR, and the Pardon & Indempnity thereincontained.all ſuch 
perſons (1f any be) who were guilty of, and acceſſory to, any previous 
-tranfaQions and bargains of money, for carrying on of that procedor 
concerning His M ajeſties Perſon, condemned by the tenth A of the firſt 
_ Seſhionof this preſent Parliament; 8 excepting ail ſuch, (if any be)who 
upon any contrivance were art and part of the horrid murther of His.late 
Majeſtyot bleſſed memory: And ſicklike,Excepting all private murthers, 
thefts,witch-crafts,inceſts, buggeries,briberies,forging of falſe Writes, 
_ perjuries, uſuries, and other crimes ofthat nature, notrelating to the late 
troubles; andthe Accounts of all ſuch x erſonsas have intrometted with, 
any of His MajeſliesRevenues,publick tnpoſitions, Exciſe, Fines,Forfci.

WUr Soveraign Lord , taking to conſideration , that there be 
many As of Rarification and others, paſt and made.in this 
Schon of Parliament, in fayoutrs of particular perſons , 
without calling or hearing of ſuch as may be thereby con. 
cerned and prejudged. Therefore, His 14jefty, with advice and con 
ſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, Statutes and Ordains, -That all ſuch
